ST. STEPHEN'S COLLEGE. 


Annual Prixe-Giving. 


Tho ‘annual prize-giving at St. Stephen's 
College took place this morning in the pre- 
senco of His Excellency Sir Frederick 
Lugard, Lady Lugard, Captain Mitchell 
Taylor (A.D.C.), His Lordship Bishop 
Jander, Venerable Archdeacon Bonnister, 
Mr G and Mis Picrey, Rev. and Mrs 
Pearce, Rev. F. T. Johnson, Mr W. D.

D, S:owurt, and others, The 
hall was tastefally decorated, for the occa- 
sion and: the scholars wore mustered in 
foréo. .

Fducation was more than know- 
ledge; it was nob mere ermmming, but 
rather it drew out the capabilities of the 
mind, body and spirit—tenching the in- 
dividual to éducate himself. In St. 
Stephen's College they desired to lay 4 
foundation so that the scholars could go on 
educating themselves throughout life and 
he thought ‘tho College was doing good 
work in that respect. He congratulnted 
the teachers on “tho result of the 
year’s work und referred particularly to 
the high position taken by thirteen 
of the boys at the Oxford Local Exaniina- 
tiona. The cviloge required na larger 
building and he hoped that the timo would 
soon bo at hand when they would get it; 
thoy had the land, all that was wanted was 
the money to build. “His Lordship also 
thought the College should he affiliated 
with one of the Universities, and scholar-
